Working 1 in close cooperation the 
students and the faculty combined to do 
a job in the University's name: 'Open 
House' was indeed a venture that proved 
that students and faculty can work together 
oh a project and represent McGill — the 
whole of McGill. "This is McGill" could 
be proudly staled at Open House without 
having to narrow the statement down to 
either of its two main components. 

It is a good thing when students and 
faculty can get together and successfully 
combine their talents. And it is with this 
in mind that we wore most gratified to 
hear the new editorial policy of 'Forge.' 

In the past, 'Forge' has been the pub- 
lication of the better literary efforts of 
the student body. This year however, 'For- 
ge' has invited contributions from the fa- 
culty. 

This is a most welcome move. For under 
this policy 'Forge' will be a publication of 
McGill University — rather than a stu- 
dents' magazine. 



Also there is to be a shift in emphasis. 
Rather than primarily fictional material, 
it is hoped that there will be more articles 
and essays which should cover a wider 
range of interest than fiction. 

Also there will be illustrations and 
drawings that indubitably will enhance the 
magazine as a whole. This will enliven the 
usual greyness of print. 

The move is clearly towards the estab- 
lishment of a University Quarterly, some- 
thing our Univcrajly has been lacking. We 
look forward to the day when 'Forge' will 
be a magazine presenting the thought and 
imagination of McGill rather than the 'fra- 
gile aestheticism of the literati'. Something 
like an Open House in print. 

Hats off to the staff of 'Forge', and 
our very best wishes for the success of 
their project! Also, our condolences for the 
amount of work we hope they will be doing 
after the December 31st deadline.

Members of the Stormy Weath- 
er Kescarch Croup In the De- 
partment of Physics at McGlll 
University will present papers on 
meteorology nt a conferenco to 
be held under the auspices of the 
American Meteorological Society 
November ->-l" at the University 
of Texas. 

Three of the members of the 
group, Prof. .1. S. Marshall, Dr. 
K, 1,. S. Gunn, and Dr. Walter 
llitschfeld will present research 
papers at the conference. I'rofes- 
roi Marshall will also servo as 
chairman of a session on prac- 
tical radar meteorology. 

Dr. Marshall's paper will re- 
view the structure of shower 
clouds and the assistance that 
radar can give In making accur- 
ate measurements of these clouds. 

Mr. liiUcli field's paper will deal 
with the weakening of radar 
waves by rain.' Radar waves, it 
was explained at McGill, not only 
detect rain but also are absorbed 
by It. In planning new weather 
radar set-ups; it is omportant to 
know the limitations that thin ab- 
sorption imposes. 

Dr. Gunn has dealt with the 
formation of snow In the sky over 
Montreal, the area providing typ- 
ical conditions for the formation 
of snow In most areas, even 
where It only falls to earth In 
iho form of rain. 

In this connection Dr. Gunn 
explained: "It Is probable that 
tho snow formed In a cloud layer 
over Montreal results from its be- 
ing seeded by small Ice crystals, 
terming as cirrus clouds at still 
greater heights. 



or silver dioxide to make them 
snow." 

The general public of Montreal 
will be able to get a look at tho 
McGill radar set-up, for Investi- 
gating cloud conditions, during 
tlie forthcoming Open House. It 
Is proposed to slvow a radar 
screen in operation.
